Wuen the official announcement of a Society girl’s 
engagement is made, she becomes the recipient of all 
manner of postal communications. . 

The great bulk of them are, of course, wishes 
and congratulations. But a number of the missives 
are of a widely different nature; they are not from 
friends and relatives, and they are not sent in all 
cases so much with the idea of giving pleasure to the 
one who is about to be made a bride as they are of 
giving satisfaction to the senders themselves. 

It is not at all unusual for a Society girl to re- 
ceive so many as half a dozen letters from persons 
of both sexes, who claim to know something of an 
unfavourable kind about the personal character or 
family history of the man whom she is on the point 
of making her husband. 

Such letters as these, one might be forgiven for 
supposing, are invariably anonymous, but that is not 
the case. They are often enough written from sub- 
stantial addresses by individuals who have nursed an 


imagined grievance or wrong for years. 


It is nearly -always an “injured’’ person who 
writes these distressing letters, which cause such 
deep and undeserved pain to the receiver of them. 
When investigation is set on foot, it is customary 
to discover that the writers of such letters are the 
victims of a sort of mild madness that has taken 
the peculiar form of trying to make others un- 


happy. 

Priauently the senders are ladies of gentle birth 
and means, who are not looked upon by their own 
relatives as being quite responsible where such affairs 
as love-matches and weddings are concerned. 

Many of the letters that reach a Socicty girl are 
from distant and .ne’er-do-well relatives of the pro- 
spective bridegroom. These persons know only too 
well that they dare not write to the bridegroom him- 
self, so they try the effect of writing a piteous appeal 
to the one who is to be married to him. 

These letters are in some cases shown to the bride- 
groom, and, as a rule, he asks permission to deal 
with them in the way that he thinks best. The result 
is not to the advantage of the writers, who sometimes 
are “wanted’’ for still more serious misbehaviours, 
and who ‘have only made known their whereabouts 
ati earnest hope of getting something out of the 

ride.

Othors will write that they are exceedingly sorry to 
find that tho bridegroom is a soldier, who may any 
day have to leave home and wife and Britain never 
to return. 

Still others will indite long sheets of tirod sen- 
tences bearing on the awful pity that one ‘so young 
as the bride-to-be should give herself away to a man 
who was at school with her father ! 

Again, it is envy and nothing else that inspires 
tho numerous letters of inquiry as to who the bride- 


is. 

Frequently is this the case when the young man is 
one whose name and family are perfectly well known, 
and whose pedi can be ascertained from ‘a store 
of reference books. 

This silly affectation of ignorance is due to the 
fervent desire to let the girl seo that she is not 
doing such a very fino thing, after all, inasmuch as her 
future husband’s name and reputation are wrapt in 
mystery, so far as some people are concerned. 

Other people will write and say that they recollect 
that the bridegroom-clect. was at one time courting 
Miss Smith de Joic, and that she was obliged to 
refusc his hand and heart for some reason not alto- 
gether to his credit. 

The only shadow of foundation, in fact, for the story 
is that the bridegroom and Miss Smith de Joie once 
happened to be at the same dance, and that. the 
former danced one dance with the latter!
